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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Status: 1-32 are rejected. 

This communication is response to the Amendment filed 8/14/03. 

Claims 1-20 are cancelled, new claims 21-32 are pending in this application. 

This action is Final. 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 21-32 have been considered but are moot in 
view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 



The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 



Claim 32 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with the 
written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter, which was not described 
in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that 
the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. 
Claim 32 is a "single means" claim. (Donaldson does not affect the holding of In re Hyatt, 708 
F.2d 712, 218 USPQ 195 (Fed. Cir. 1983) to the effect that a single means claim does not 
comply with the enablement requirement of 35 U.S.C. 1 12, First paragraph. As Donaldson 
applies only to an interpretation of a limitation drafted to correspond to 35 U.S.C. 112, sixth 
paragraph, which by its terms is limited to "an element in a claim to a combination," it does not 
affect a limitation in a claim which is not directed to a combination. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 21-32 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Dellert et al 
(US Patent No. 6,283,646). 

1. Regarding Claims 21, and 27, Dellert discloses a method for facilitating retrieval of 
photographs, comprising: 

creating a thumbnail representation of a photograph (see Fig. 1, 40 A, B, C, Dellert); 

storing the thumbnail representation and associated information in a database, wherein 
the associated information is information about the photograph (see column 10, lines 9-17, 
Dellert); and 

generating a label having a unique identifier, wherein the unique identifier is 
associated with the photograph and is adapted to be affixed to a storage device that holds a 
printed copy of the photograph (see column 10, lines 25-45, Dellert). 

2. Regarding Claims 22, and 28, Dellert discloses a method further comprising: 
searching the database for photographs associated with particular information (see 

column 10, lines 46-50, Dellert); and 
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identifying unique identifiers for labels that are associated with photographs 
associated with the particular information (see column 10, lines 50-57, Dellert). 

3. Regarding Claims 23, and 29, Dellert discloses a method wherein the associated 
information is selected from the group consisting of: 

GPS coordinates; 
a time; 
a date; 

camera information; 
an audio file; 
keywords; 

a description of photographed subject matter; and 

an event associated with the photograph (see column 11, lines 1-17, Dellert). 

4. Regarding Claims 24, and 30, Dellert discloses a method wherein the storage device is 
selected from the group consisting of 

an envelope; 
an album; and 

a box (see Fig. 5, 41, column 10, lines 37-42, Dellert). 

5. Regarding Claims 25, and 31, Dellert discloses a method wherein the label comprises the 
thumbnail representation (see column 11, lines 47-65, Dellert). 

6. Regarding Claim 26, and 32, Dellert discloses a method wherein the storage device holds 
printed copies of a plurality of photographs, the method further comprising: 

associating the unique identifier with each of the plurality of photographs held by the 
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storage device (see Fig, 2, 50, Dellert).
